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"TURKISH CUSTOMS ‘DUES. 

Lord Newton is to ba congratulated for 
initiating Monday’s discussion in the Upper 
Hoase on the proposed increase of the Tarkish 
Customs, aad it is satisfactory to have the 
assurance of the Under Secretary fur Foreign 
Affairs that sach a discassion cannot be inja- 
rious to the pending negotiations between the 
Porte and the Powers. A certain uneasiness 
had been created recently among critics of our 
policy in the Near and Middle East owing to 
the not unfounded ramonar that his Majesty’s 
Government had already consented to the 
proposed ir crease without safficient guarantees 
as to its employment. It hed bean known for 
some time that Sir Edward Grey had consented 
in principle to the Torkich request, and his 
somewhat vague replies to recent qnestions in 
the/Hoa e of Commons contiibated to a belief 
that the terms of the new arrangement were 
practically agreed upon. Monday’s discussion 
ejicited th» valaable information that the 
British conditions were unacceptable to tha 
Rorte, and that,in Lord Fitzmaarice’s ow» 
words, the negotiations stand “at almost 
exactly the same point at which thay stood 
when the late Government left office.” 

There are three clases of people in 
England for whom the suggested increase of 
the ‘Turkish Customs has a particular interest. 
Firat in consi leration, from a practical point 
cf view, are the British manufacturera and 
export houses on whom, in spite of the Cob- 
denite faith, will fall the additional 3 per cent., 
their share of Tarkish imports attaining the 
large preportion of three fifthe of the whole 
import trade of Turkey. In the second rank 
must be placed those politicians and patriots 
who desire that the daties shall not be raised 
unless the object to be gained be the perma- 
nent strengthening of British Imperial inte- 
rests in both tha Near and the Middle Bast. 
In the third p'ace is the large bom: nitarian 
class who are careless of anything bat the 
immediate alleviation of the condition of the 
unfortanate Macedonian peasants, for whom 
the suggested increase is ostensibly intend 
ed. ‘l'o the humanitarian class, composed of 
well-meaning EKoglish men and women, it msy 
be pointed out that too mach value ‘may 
easily be attached to the very donbtful efficacy 
Lord 
Lansdowne, whose term of office as Foreign 
Seoretary covered the first active pourparlers 
on the suggested inc-eate and whom nobody 
would accase of ind flerence to the anarchy 
in Macedonia, would appear to be sceptical as 
to the absolute necessity of ths increase and

owing to international jealousies, and the 
somewhat pathetic offisial admission that ths 
British demands have been watered down for 
the sake of unity lends colonr to this asgertion, 
It is therefore but nataral that the “pending 
negotiations” should not be dominated by, 
desire to apply the wrong remedy to ap 
admittedly active disease. It is another matter 
when we consider the claims of British trs. 
ders and manufacturers, and it is satisfactory 
to have official assurance that so far as Great 
Britain is concerned, consent will not be 
given to the 3 per cent. increase except on 
condition of the. valaable guid pro yuo of 
proper collection and better administraticn 
of the entire service of the Turkish Customs, 
As regards the purely political: aspect of 
the whole question Lord Fitzmanrice, beyond 
stating the troism that the chrohic Mace. 
donian unrest is amenace to Enropean yuier, 
was not ready with very illaminating argo. 
ments in favour of the proposed increaee. 
Every speaker, the Under Secretary himself 
with apparent disrelish, departed from the 
ostensible to the real reason. The demand 
for the 3 per cent. increase is only a Turkish 
demand in a secondary degree ; the proposed 
earmarking ovly an ostensible éarmarking— 
a topographical inexactitude. It is notorioas 
that a German financial group, the promo- 
ters of the Baghdad Railway, desire the in- 
crease a8 & sure means of facilitating at 
least the second and third sections of their 
great undertaking. It is also notorioue that 
British policy has hitherto elected to di: 
countenance if not toobstract the coaatrac- 
tion of the Baghdad Railway, and it is 
perhaps not straining criticism of his able 
exposition too far to say that between the 
‘ines of Lord Fitzmaurice’s statement one 
may read tha admission that German capi- 
talists are powerfally interested in the British 
decision on this’ important question. So far 
back as the year 1901 the Agents of the 
Deutsche Bank werd loaking to an_ increase 
in the Turkish Castoms asthe only feasible 
and satisfactory guarantee of the kilometric 
guarantee necessary to the suoccassfal cons- 
traction of this great trank line to the Persian 
Gulf. A section of the line has been built 
in haste in order to secure or confirm the 
concession ; bat a halt has been called at the 
foot of the Tauras Range--even Germain 
capitalists enthused with the dream of 
a German Asiatic ‘Turkey cannot pro- 
caed withoat a guarantees’ of the Tarkish 
Government — and it were really idle to 
sappose that the brilliant combination of 
diplomacy aod finance at Germany’s disposal 
in Constantinople will not fiod a way, by 
means of the increased Customs, to set free 
other T'arkish revenue for the purposes of the 
anxioasly needed kilometric guarantee. To 
assert and believe this it is by no means ne- 
cyssary to adopt what the Under Secretary 
sagg@sts would be a ‘dog in-the-manger policy.” 
O>atraction to the Baghdad Railway scheme is 
not necessarily the best British policy. Lord 
Lansdowne confessed on Monday that he had 
attempted and failed at internationalisation 
when the first offar was made to him in the 
spring of 1903. Bat with the German cards 
apon the table it would be distinctly naive to 
throw up the game before consalting oar own. 
It is extremely doab‘fal whether an additional 
£600,000 a year, under the poor administrative 
powers vouchsafed to the Financial Commission 
and the gendarmerie, will do much for the 
Macedonian peasantry ; it is certain the 3 per 
cent. increase will fall upon Britieh trade with 
Turkey more heavi'y than upon any other, and 
itis highly probable that this increase will b« 
converted into rails and slespers across the 
Taurus to the plain of Adana until at least « 
junction is effected between the Baghidad anc 
Hedjaz Railways. The Under Secretary in hi: 
opeving remarks spoke of ‘‘the more diftizall 
aod delicate question of the Baghdad Railway 
he referred pee to.it as “one of the greatest 
questions of the time,” to be “carefully weighed 
and considered,” and pevhaps not the leas! 
satisfactory portion of his statement was the 
dalioacy with wh'ch ho treated this part of hi:

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TURKEY'S REGENER 
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RELIANCE ON BRITISH SUPPORT. 


The recent presence of Ghazi Aumed Mukb- 
tar Pasha and the Khedive in Vienna has 
(writes the “Standard’s” Vienna Correspondent) 
caused some discussion in diplomatic circles as 
to the recent action of England in Egypt. In 
Tarkish and Egyptian opinion, the attitude 
of England was unuecessarily harsh. One of 
my informants expie:sed himself as toll wa :— 
“The Mecca Railway is not ouly a strategic, 
but a financial necessity for ‘'urkey, which 
pays forty to fifty thousand a year at present 
to the Canal. It could not by any stretch «f 
imagination be believed by England that we 
wanted in any way to endanger her position 
in Egypt. 

“Of coarse, Turkey would like vary much to 
get Egypt back, and thinks that she still has 
a right to it, having never, in any firman, 
given more than a leas3 of it to the family 
of Mohamed Ali. Bat she knows very well 
that the day has gone for any such dreams, 
and that she never can have tha slightest 
chance of shaking Eaglani’s ho'd. Wh.t she 
does want, though, is to by allowod to keap 
Arabia for herse'f, and to ensure her c)m- 
munications. If England had let her have 
half of the Sinai Peninsula, it would have 
pleased her, and coald have done no harm 
to Great Britain. The sending of cannon to 
Akabah hart the feelings of both Turks and 
Egyptians asa pieca of saperflious abuse of 
power. England knows that with a couple of 
ships in the Sea of Marmora she can do 
what she likes. It isa pity, in the eyes ot 
Tarks and Egyptians, that the English Govern- 
ment persist in regarding every effort of 
Torkey towards strengthening hercelf as if it 
were directed agaiust Knogland, or against 
Christians. The present Government of ‘Turkey 
may not be all that it should be, but that 
is the reason why the ‘Young Turks’ think 
that they havea right to look for suppor! 
to the Power which most blames the misrule, 
and which is the best able to help them. 

“The regeneration of Turkey mast come from 
withir, and not from without. If only the 
reforming element were to be backed ap bya 
Power like England, it would soon prove that 
the Ottoman Empire is as capable as, for 
example, the Japanese of adapting itself to 
the: progress of civilisation. The vaunted 
friendship of Germany is a personal friendship, 
or agreement, between the Ewperor and the 
Sultan, but no Moslem evar dreams of looking 
to Germans for help or protection in national 
aspirations. Oa the other hand, in gpite of 
the persistent coldness, not to say hostility, 
shown by England to the Tarkish Government, 
the people of Turkey have never lost faith in 
England as the Power on whom they must 
rely ultimately. when the time comes.” 


YEMEN REBELLION. 


The Turkish steamer Mecca passed through 
the Suez Canal a few days ago with 1,100 
Tarkish soldiers on board, sent from Smyrna 
to Yemen, where they will join the Yemen 
garrison, under Marshal Ahmed Feizi Pasha, 
who, it is said, will shortly pursue the rebels, 
attacking them with 10,000 men. 
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GAMBLING IN EGYPT. 
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“The prosperity of Egypt allows every one 
to earn an honest livelihood, and morals call for 
the diminution of the vice involved by those 
who risk their fortunes at gambling. Tuleration 
is no longer possible. Henceforth the Greck 
Consulate will protect none of its subjacts who 
become proprietors of gaming houses; they 
will be subject directly to Egyptian law, and 
considered as native subjects.” 

This is what M. Callerghis, Acting Hellenic 
Consal-General at Cairo, told to seven gaming- 
house owners whom he lately summoned to 
explain to them the new measares formulated 
in the Greco-Egyptian agreement. 


THE GUM TRADE. 


According to the British Chamber of Com- 
merce Journal, daring June, the arrivals of gam 
at Dwen (Khartoum) were considerably smaller 
than usual; in fact they did not reach 200 
cantars aday. In consequence of the short 
supply, the price rose from P.T. 75-76 to P.T. 
83-84 a cantar. 

Up to the end of Jane, the arrivals of the 
present season’s crop only totalled 100,000 to 
110,000 cantars, which is about half the figares 
for last year daring the same period. The 
season is now pratically over and few, if any, 
farther consignments will be received. 

The exports of gam to Earope and America 
have been aboat 70,0C0 cantars this year, 

The small stocks at presént in Khartoum 
are in the hands of speculators who are asking 
bigher prices than those previously raling. It 
is thought that holders will obtain their own 
prices owing to short supplies. 

In Cairo the quality known as “Khartoum” 
was quoted at P.T. 97 to P.T. 100 the cantar 
at the end of Jane.

HIS SERVICES IN PALESTINE. 
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('koM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 


Jerusalem, July 5. 

It iswith deep regret that I have to announce 
the death of Mr. John Dickson, F.R.GS., 
H.B.M.’s Consul for Palestine, which occurred 
yesterday afternoon at Ramallah,avillage in the 
subarbsof thiscity, from heart failare. Deceased 
had been laid up for nearly two months with 
malarial fever, which rendered himso feeble that 
he expired calmly without saffering any pain, 
sarronnded by the members of his family. 

Tha Iccaxsed had been tsken to Ramallah, 
s suites he dth resort, only the day before, 
on the advice of bis medical attendants, who 
tho. ght that the continual fever might disap- 
pear hy the change, all medical skill and care 
having proved unavailing. 

The faneral was one of the most magnificent 
aid impressive sights witnessed in Jerusalem. 
The cortége left the house of the deceased, 


where the body had been brought in last night, | 


at 4 o'clock this afternoon. It was precedéd by 
fifty Tarkish soldiers, followed by city gaards 
and policemen, after which came the janis. 
sar e3 of the various consulates, to the namber 
of forty. The coffin, made of solid oak, was 
carried oa ahgarse drawn by four horses and 
covered wi h the Union Jack, over which was 
placed the consalar uniform of the deceased 
ani namerous wreaths and crosses. It was 
followed by the family and after them came 
the Consals and their staffs, as well as repre- 
sentatives of the local authorities, all in fall 
aniform, and a large concourse of people of 
all nationalities, besides the entire British | 
colony.

Thechurch was 
draped with black, and the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Blyth, assisted by Canons Marriott and Qar- 
negie-Brown and five clergymes, conducted the 
faueral servica. At the church assembled 
de'egates of the various charchas and com- 
munities, amongst them being the Archbishop 
of Mt. ‘labor, Monseigneur Stefanor, represent- 
ing the Greek Patriarch, and the Syrian and 
Armenian Bishops of Jerusalem. 


At the conclusion of the service Mr. Haydn 
Righton, the organist, played the Dead March | 
in “Saal.” From the charch the procession con- | 
tinved ite way to the English Cemetery on 
Moant Zion, where the body was interred ; 
the hymn ‘Now the labourer’s task is o'er,” | 
sang with thrilling voices and eyes fall of . 
tears, terminated the solemnity. 

The late Consal Dickson was greatly esteem- 
ed by all who knew him, He was very popalar | 
for his anfailing courtesy and kindliness, As a

‘he Syrian Protestant College celebrated its 
thirty seventh annual commencement-day on 
Wednesday last, after the usual varied exer- 
cises on the two preceding days. The same 
solemnity of the processional march of the 
Faculty and instractors into the imposing 
(iothic assembly hall, preceding the impressive 
annual adress of the President, and the ad- 
ministration of the oath of oftise to the medical 
graduates by the Imperial Ottoman Commis- 
sion, the same enthusiasm attending the dis 
tribation of diplomas and the award of prizes 
and certificates of merit, and the same thrilling 
pathos of valedictory greetings when old chums 
meet, perhaps, for ths last t'me, marked those 
different functions as they did last year. 

The college is being moulded more and 
more into the image of American institutions 
of high standard, both in outward function 
and spirit. Athletic sports, college cries, class 
colours, and all those traditional customs that 
characteriz9 college life in America have been 
introdaced into the Syrian Protestant College, 
the new features this year being the water 
spctts and the class.day exercises—and it is 
both surprising and interesting to note how 
readily these new elements cf modern Western 
life are being assimilated by the students of 
this most cosmopolitan of institutione in this 
part of the world. 

The nomber of rtadents this year exceeded 
7€0, of whom 135 are Ezyptians, 84 Arme- 
nians, 75 Greeks, a few dez2n of other nationa- 
lit'es—: ach as English; French, German, etc.— 
and the remairder Syrians. And this large 
gathering of picked youth is dividei not only 
by racg bat also by religious belief there being 
290 Greck Orthodox, 125 Protestants, 100! 
Moslem;, and 100 be!onging to charches sfiilia- 
tel with the Roman Catholis Charch, besides » 
scattering of Jews, Drases, etc. It needs more 
than mera ability of managament to worthily 
preside over an institution composed of such 
heterogeneous elements, racial and religious. [t 
needs also broad human sympathy and high- 
minded toleration, qualities that the old Presi- 
dent Emeritas possessed in a high degree. 
Fortunately the son succeeded the father with 
the same broad and high-minded aims, and 
further equipped with youthfal energy and an- 
thusiasm. 


College Chief Aim. 


Although for plausible reasons the Syrian 
Protestant College has been founded with a 
denominational name, yet it is the constant 
endeavour of the new President to emphasizs 
the tact that the chief aim of the college 
teaching ia the inculcation of the spirit of the 
Christian doctrine with itshigh moral ccde, 
and the elimination of all dogmatic and deno- 
minational tendencies. In fact this is the 
only rational system applicable to an inatitu- 
tion of such a mixed character, and a nar- 
rower one is sure to end in failure. Indeed, 
although the Syrian Protestant College has 
always been and atill maintains its position as 
one of the great, if not the greatest,educational 
factors in Beyrout and the Levant, yet from 
the mere standpoint of instraction the good it 
has done and is doing is shared by other 
foreign and native institutions, such as the 
Jesuit College, the Collége Maronite de la 
Sagesse, the College of Antoura, and others. 

It isin the formation of character that tha 
Syrian Protestant College claims the honour 
of being the unique educational factor. 
Character indeed, is almost the only element 
lacking to bring the Oriental near the ideal of 
modern civil'z3d manhood. ‘I'he Oriental, espe- 
cially in this part of the world, has an alert 
and versati'e intellect, and a vivid and rich 
imagination, and with these nataral endow- 
ments, were he to be blessed with the educa- 
tional means contributing to the building up 
of his character and the training of his will, he 
would accompligh remarkable achievements in 
the various departments of social and political 
life. Add to this character-building and will- 
training the development of the spirit of 
organization, and the knowledge of the ase of 
the individual energy in harmony with the 
national energy, the intelligent subordination 
of the individual to the collective will, and 
you will have created agreat people and a 
great Government. 


Electric Tramway. 

Since writing my last article on the electric 
tramway for Beyrout the official gazette at 
Constantinople has published the principal 
particulars of this scheme. ‘'he concession has 
been granted for 99 years in the name of Selim 
Effendi Raad, the brother-in-lew cf Negib 
sasha Melhamé. The capitalists tbat have 
bot ght the concession at £40,000 have had 
to pay, moreover, £10,000 as & loyal donation 

to the Hedjaz railway, and deposit a certain 
sum of money at the Imperial Ottoman Bank | 
by way of guarantee for the execation of the 


scheme. ‘he comp*ny is to exist under the 
style of the “Société Ottomane Anonyme des 
l'rawways et Eclairage Electriquede Beyrouth,” 
and its headquarters are to be at Constantino- 
ple. Its capital is fixed at ‘six million francs of 
60,000 shares of ICO francs each, of which 
3,600,000 francs are to be fally paid up, and 
the balance complsted when required. Each 
administrator of the company must possess at 
least fifty shares. 

There are to b3 four obligatory lines and 
three optional ones, as follows :—The first to 
start from Khan Fakhry Bey, near the Custom 
House, and pass by the barracks aud military 
hospital, issuing at the Fquare and continuing 
eastward along the Beyroat river road until 
the Lebanon frontier,a little beyond the bridge. 
The second is to start from the Seraglio, and 
pass northward through the sqaare along the 
Damascus road until Forn Uch Chebbak, at 
the Lebanon frontier again. The third obliga- 
tory line will ba a sort of connection between 
the two above-mentioned lines starting from 
that point of the first trunk line near Edris 
Gate and traversing the new street known as 
Souk el Fasbks,—and of which a great part 
had been widened, thanks to the fearless initia- 
tive of one of our former Valis,—to meet finally 
the second trunk line at the Seraglio. This 
line will shorten distances enormcusly. 

All that remains to be widened of the old 
street is a short stretch of about 100 metres, 
and the chief obstacle lay in the shape of. an 
old mosque. It would be a pity if, for the 
sske of a superstitious prejudice, a deviation 
will have to be made. Anyway we may feel 
certain now that the clearing up of this most 
vital of the town’s arteries is eventually to be 
accomp!ished, since one,of the obligatory lines 
of the tramway will have to pass through it. 
The fourth obligatory line will constitute 
anothar ranificaticn, starting from the first 
trunk Jine near tha Telegraph Office to pass 
along t the Bachoura 104d, that bisects ore of 
the most important and populous Moslem 
quarters. 


| Optional Lines. 

As to the optional lines the first will have 
its beginning at the military hospital and its 
terminus at Al Maeaitebé; the south-western 
quarter of the town; the second will lie 
between Minet Ul Kamb and Ras Beyront, 
while the third will ran from Khan Antoon 
Bey to the ligh house. This last will be a 
boon to the lower classes, who would then 
be able to enjoy this most beantifal of drives— 
now accessible only to the rich—for not more 
than twopence. 

Oar enlightened Vali, who has passed the 
last few weeks at Bir Hassan, lying about 
half way between Beyrout and the Uzai, and 
has had the occasion to appreciate the salu- 
briousness of that spot and its idyllic charms, 
told a friend of mine that he meang to exer- 
cice all his inflaence in conjunction with the 
Mayor of the town towards the inducement 
of the engineer of the Tramway Company, 
who has jost arrived, to make a special ex- 
tension to the above-mentioned spot. ‘T'his, 
indeed, will not necessitate more than a mile 
of rails on a level ground. This should basten 
the realization of the Uzai garden city scheme 
which seems to be, so far, in the stage of 
conception. 


Rational Drainage. 

The remarks I made in my last article about 
the tramway necessitating better roads and a 
more rational system of sewerage have been 
a sort of an unconscious prophecy that came 
to ba anticipatingly falfilled. The Munici- 
pality has already got all the proprietors of the 
buildings on both sides of the Damascus road 
to sign engagements fur the contribution to 
the expenses of a large covered sewer similar 
to those of modern Earopean towns, and to be 
built along the middle of that road. The 
assessment is made on the basis of 100 piastres 
per metre of built property. Will all the 
money collected be spent in the right way? 
And is our monicipslity on the eve of an 
awakening ? Our Mayor is both enlightened 
and intelligent, and has a better education 
than his co-religionists generally possess ; and 
being rather advanced in age and childless 
ths ambition of his last days should be to do a 
great act of public good to stand as a worthy 
and lasting memorial after him. 

A Famous Smuggler. 

‘I'he fantons smuggler of arms and ammani- 
tion, Abydo Iukidsr, who has been carrying 
on his illicit trade tor years past. with absolate 
impunity, and, indeed, flaunting the luxury of 
his spoi!s in the face of the public and the 
authorit'e:, has at last been arrested and 
sent as an exile to Rhodes by the sma!! coaster 
Prince Georges, chartered for the purpose. 
A few months ago the brother of Inkidar, 
creat leader of the Moslem rabble, was assassin- 
ated by a dismissed cflicer, and it is believed 
that had he been alive he, with the most 
traculent section of the Moslem mob at his 
back, might have caased a revolt in the town. 
Even as things were, the authorities bad to 
lide the streets leading from the prison to 
the landing place with 125 soldiers to fore- 
stall any agitation.

EGYPTIAN NEW TESTAMENT. 


—__@———— 


The publication early last year of the third 
volume of the Sahidic Coptic version of the 
New ‘Testament prezerved in the manuscripts 
at the Borgian Library complete Céasca’s 
edition of this version of Scripture. ‘T'he 
work is by the Rev. Pére Balestri, and is 
illustrated by 40 specimen phototypes of 
manuecripts, 

Many of these fragmentary texts have 
been published before but very inefficiently 
by Noide and Ameliveav, because they did 
not, as Pére Balestri has done, absolutely 
adhere to the text (even with errors) of the 
manuscript. 

The value, however, of PdéreBalestri’s edition 
is mach minimised by hiscurions determination 
not to utilise in his notes upon these Coptic 
parchments any other manuscript texts than 
those in the Borgian Library. It will be seen 
immediately how decidedly this diminishes 
the value of his work as a contribution to the 
textoal history of the Sahidic New Testament. 


It will not be until all Sahidic manusoripts are | : 


collated, and thus what may be called a basic 
Sahidic version established, that a really vala- 
able comparison of it with the text of Clement 
of Alexandria and the citations of the New 

Testament by other Egyptian Christian authors 

can be made. Farther, until this has been done 

the final comparison between: the ' Egyptian 

family of texts and the Greek and Syriac texts 

in the celebrated manuscript, such as the 

“Alexandrinus” and “Sinaiticus” and Peshita 

ones, cannot be really fruitful. 

The Coptic manuscript No. 408 of Berlin, 
which gives a very complete specimen of the 
Sahidic Apocalypse, contains also part of the 
2nd Epistle of John and the Epistle to Phile- 
mon. ‘I'hese have- been edited and compared 
with Balestri’s Borgia edition by M.L. Delaporte 
in the “Revue Biblique” 1905, p. 877 ete., who 
adds in an appendix a list of the Greek words’ 
interpolated into the Coptic text. 

Mr. E. O. Wiastedt, of Oxford, has comple- 
ted, in three Memoirs in the “Proceedings of 
the Society of Biblical Archeology,” his edition 
of Bodlean Sahidic New Testament texts. A 
few more from a Paris manuscript are given by 
M.Chaine, of Beyrout University, i in the Italian 
Clerical journal ‘‘Bessarione,” 

A more important work is that. to be found 
in volumes 3 and 4 of the Clarendon Press, 
“Coptic version of the New Testament in the 
Northern, or Memphitic Bohsiric Dialect,” 
which give the Pauline Epistles and the other 
Epistles and the Acts and Apocalypse. The 
manuecript chosen as chief exemplar for 
the text is No. 424 of the British Museam, 
dated A.D. 1308. The scribe, Abu Said, states 
however his text is a copy of oneof A.D, 
1250 which also was a carefal copy of two 
more ancient ones. For the Apocalypse’ the 
editors have, however, preferred a manuscript 
of the Curzon collection dated A.D. 1320. 

Altogether 34 manuscripts are utilised, and 
unlike Pére Balestri the editors as apparatus 
criticus use the evidences of every known New 
Testament version and especially all Coptic 
ones. A complete English translation is fur- 
nished and the work is a monument to British 
scholarship.

EXCAVATIONS IN THE 
EGYPTIAN DELTA. 
INTERESTING EXHIBITION OF 
ANTIQUITIES, 


—_— — 


The annual exhibition of the discoveries 
made by Professor Fiinders Petrie and his 
assistants in connection with the British Sshool 
of Archiwology in Egypt was opened last week 
at the University College, London, last season's 
relics being from the Egyptian Delta. 

Foremost among the results of the excava- 
tions was the identifi‘ation of the ruin of 
the ‘Temple of Ouias, described in our columns 
some time ago by Professor Petrie, and the 
discovery of the Hlykios capital of Avaris. 

Conspicuous among the exhibits is half of 
the front of a temple from the city of Raamses. 
It is a fine piece of sculpture of the XIXth 
dynasty, and has an interest, as being a work 
undoubtedly familiar to the Israelites just 
before the Exodas. A slab bearing an inecrip- 
tion of a ‘chief archer, keeper of the storehouses 
of Syrian produce, keeper of the palace,” is 
important as showing that this city wasa “‘store 
city” Jike its sister city of Pithom, eight miles 
distant. 


THE ACCURACY OF JOSEPHUS. 


In an interview with a “Daily News’ repre- 
sentative, Professor Petrie made the following 
interesting statement : 

‘One result of our expedition has been to 
establish the absolute accuracy of Josephus 
in many passages that were thought to be 
corruptions trom his original text. This is 
especially s> with regard to his references 
to the Hyksos. The results depend not so 
much upon inscriptions, as apon the physical 
nature of the places we excavated. You get 
a far wider range of information in this 
way than you would ever get from records. 
Then, if you find that your discoveries 
azree with the fragments of records you feel 
that the whole thing crystallisee. 

“We left England in November, and spent 
from Docemb2r Ist tothe middle of April on 
the eastern side of the delta, betwaen Cairo 
and Ismailia. 

“I worked there about 20 years ago in search 
of inscriptions. Our party of five lived in tente, 
thongh personally, if I stay more than six 
weeks in a place, I prefer living in a hat. We 
had a staff ot batween 50 and 100 workmen who 
thoroughly understand the work. As I always 
pay the local value of what they fiad I always 
manage to get gold ard silver ohjects which 
others engaged in similar work do not get 
because they do not pay fer them. Our ar- 
rangement with the Government is that half of 
what we find goes to the museum at Cairo, by 
no means a safe place for these treasures in 
case of a local distarbance. 

“Have I auy difficulty with the native work- 
men? Well, I find that the best plan is to be 
suave bat firm. Any show of weakness is a 
great mistake, and is always misunderstood. 


DESTRUCTION OF ANCIENT 
MONUMENTS. 


“IT have not been able to write mach about 
Egypt because my time has been taken up in 
saving these relics of the past from destruction. 
As for the protection of ancient monuments, 
there will soon be none left in Egypt to protest. 
At the city of Raamses the natives are digging 
away as hard as they can, and they have 
brought away every brick they could find from 
the town of Qoias. Sand and potsherds are 
carried away in carts to form foundations for 
houses, and brick-earth js laid on the fields. 

“] regard the town of Onias and the Hyksos 
Fortress as the most interesting discoveries 
this year. Next year we go to the Pyramids 
containing early tombs ; and we also hope to 
work part of the upper country, and look for 
more remains of the great chiefs who raled 
Egypt about 3,C00 B.C. in the X[Ith dynasty. 
One of our great diffizulties, by the way, is the 
alteration in the level of the Nile, which is 
now 45 yards higher than it was in the time of 
Hyksos or Shepherd Kings.” 

Professor Petrie gave further details to the 
London correspondent of the “Manchester 
Guardian.” 

“One of the most interesting things about 
the Jewish settlement,” he said, “is that it 
completely justifies the accounts of it given 
by Josephus, on whom, as on Herodotaz, it 
was the fashion to cast asperrions. The for- 
tified town contained about four acres of 
houses, and the highest point was reserved 
for the temple and its courts, This was 4 
copy of the temple of Jerubabel at Jerosa- 
lem, and it is clear that Onias, the legiti- 
mate Jewish high priest, who fled from the 
persecutions of Antiochus Ephbiphanes, in- 
tended the whole placa to be a new Jeraaa- 
lem. The masonry is in the stye of that 
at Jerosalem, and on the top we find a portion 
of the builder’s account, showing bricks to 
have been delivered by a Jaw named Abram.” 

“Tbe camp of the Hyksos is psrticularly 
interestirg because we have never before 
come apon any trace of this strange people. 
The camp was about -1,£00 feet wide, and 
the bank, some 200 feet thick at the base, 
waa faced outside with a slope of white 
stacco 70 or 8° feet long at an angle of about 
40 degrees, which served as a glacis for 
the archers, who stocd on the top of the 
bavk, Later on the Hyksos made the Egyptians } 
build a great stone wall, with about 80,000 
tons of the finest limestone all round the 
camp. ‘I'bis wall was, within the memory of ; 
many natives, fairly intact, but within recent | 
years it has-been regarded asa quarry for} 
all builders in the district, and very little | 
now remains,” Natorally Professor Petrie was ; 
indignant at this being allowed, and he said 
that if a couple of sheikhs were paid £504 


year a-picce to protect the place and were 
told they would lose £1 for every stone that 
was mis:ed the wall could have been kept 
untouched easi'y enough. However, he had 
no hope of this, and as a matter of fast, 
he added, the wall had so far disappesred as 
hard'y to make it worth while. Still he was 
jnst in time, which, afcer all, is the great 
thing. 


Mr. W. St. CHAD BOSUAWEN’S EULOGY. 


Describing the exhibition in the ‘“I'ribane,” 
Mr. W. St. Chad Boscawen, the well-known 
writer on the subject of Egyptian research, 
says: —The British &chool of Archieo'ogy in 
Ezypt may be congratulated on their first 
season's work in Ezypt. The exhibition now 
open at University College, Gower-street, is 
a proot of the important results obtained. The 
district assigned by the Ezyptian authorities 
to Profassor Petrie —name'y, the Delta—was 
one in which it was hoped to find the solation 
ot several important problems in Egyptian 
history and archex logy. Here the professor 
expected to find some traces of the Hyksos or 
Shepherd Kings, who invaded Egypt on the 
fall of the Twalfth Dynasty, and ruled it antil 
driven out by Aahmes, the founder of the 
Theban kingdom. Here, too, the land of 
Goshen, in which the Israelites dwelt, was 
sitaated, and it was hoped that explorations 
would lead to the identifisation of the store 
city of Ramases, built by them. A third pro- 
blem was the identification of the site of the 
New Jerasalem, and its temple built by the 
high priest, Onias, who fled trom the perseco- 
tion of Antiochus Epiphanes. 

It speaks well for the excellence of Professor 
Petrie’s work that all those problems have been 
solved by his researches. ‘I'he centre of work 
was the mourd of ‘Tel-el-Yehadiyeh, about £0 
miles north of Cairo.Here was discovered the 
great fortified camps otthe Asiatic invaders, 
and the model of it which is exhibited shows 
what a remarkable work it was, and places its 
non-Egyptian character beyond doubt. It was 
a vast rectangular enclosure, about five ban- 
dred yards across, and surrounded by an em- 
bankment of earth, sixty feet in height, and 
over two hundred feet thick at the base. ‘The 
entrance was not by a gate, bat by an inclined 
roadway about two hundred feet long, leading 
to the top of thea wall. The cccupants de- 
pended entirely upon archery for their defence. 
Egyptian i fluence caused several changes to 
be made. Flanking towers were bailt on either 
side of the entrance slope, and later on the 
whole was surrounded by 8 massive stone wall. 
This camp Professor Petrie identifies with the 
Hyksos city of Avaris. Some hundreds of 
graves of these Asiatics were found, and the 
pottery and scarabs from them are exhibited. 
The non Egyptian charac‘er of the black in- 
cised pottery is clearly shown, and it was prob- 
ably imported from Syria. After a time the 
invaders learned to make pottery for them- 
selves, using Egyptian models. 

The explorations at Tel er-Ketabeh, in the 
Wady T'omilat, resulted in ths discovery 
of a large city and temple of the time 
of Rameses I1., tho Pharaoh of the Oppres- 
sion. There are exhibited some fine pieces 
of ssulptare from the temple represent- 
ing the King slaying an Asiatic. More 
important still is a small slab inscribed 
with the name of tha “chief archer and keeper 
of the Syrian store houss in Sacooth,” which 
firmly establishes the ideatity of the ruins 
with the store city built by ths Israelites. The 
sister city of Pithom, dissovered by Dr. Na- 
villa, is eight miles distant. Among the anti- 
quities from this site mention must be made of 
a fine earthenware coffin, richly painted and 
inscribed with the name of Men, an official. 
Here also were found stela dedicated to the 
Asiatic divinities Resaph and Anatio. 

A large mound at Tel-el-Yehudiyeh was 
explored, and here Professor Petrie found the 
site of tha Jewish temp'e built by Onias, a 
model of which is exhibitad. From this site 
come some large clay ovens used for roasting 
the Pascal lambs. ‘he pottery and bricks 
exhibited are non-Egyptian in character, re- 
sembling those of the same period found in 
Jarasalem. An inventory of bricks delivered by 
a Jew named Abram was found. Io the outer 
room there is a large collection of amulets, 
beads, and glazad pottery from the great 
cemetery of Goshen at Shaft-el-Hanna. Of the 
Ptolemaic and Roman perioila most interest- 
ing series of objects is shown, including some 
fiae swords aod excilleat specimens of glass. 
Especially interesting ara some Arab toilet 
vessele and a Sessanian coin, which show how 
Asiat‘c inflaence was finding its way in Egypt 
befurs the Mohamedan conquest. The exhibi- 
tion is open daily ontil the 28tb iust.

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GERMANY AND THE 
WORLD’S COTTON SUPPLY. 


——<————— 


The Hambarg correspondent ofthe “Tribune” 
contributes to that journal an instructive 
article dealing with the position of Germany 
in regard to the world’s cotton supply. He 
writes :— 

The International Federation of Master 
Cotton Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciations, which is the full official title of the 
union, was called into being, as may be remem- 
bered, at the time of the unexampled havoc 
played with the cotton industry by the 
gigantic speculations, directed by Mr. Sally, 
which at one time were an ever-increasing 
menace to the entire cotton industry in every 
part of the world. C.nsamers resolved that, 
80 far as lay in thair power, they would no 
longer leave the trade at the mercy of American 
operators, and ways and means were to be 
found for ridding the industry of the tyranny 
that was being exercised in view of the fact 
that the United States are furnishing two- 
thirds of the world’s cotton supply. Naturally, 
the importance of the American crop to German 
asers can hardly be over-eatimated, and is 
shown in the comparative entry figures for 
the past three years. In 19)5 they totalled in 
raw cotton 402,888 tons, and in 1904 398,117 
tons, as against 382,456 tons in 1903; and ot 
these totals the United States supplied 
299,761 tons, 281,280 tone, and 268,087 tons 
respectively. The next important source of 
supply is the East Indian, but in quality there 
is hardly a fair basis of comparison with the 
American. As regards the German Colonies, 
only East Africa is at present a factor of any 
importance ; bat the Western Colonies in the 
African Continent, especially Togo, is achieving 
fair success. Jaat in the same way as Germany, 
the other European countries are intent on 
encouraging their Colonies to foster the pro- 
duction of cotton in every way, 80 as to con- 
template, within a measurable time, the 
emancipation of their market from American 
inflaences or dictation. | 

The preponderant position of the American 
markets ig a mattar ot very serious concern to 
spinners at present, owing to the flactaating 
results of the crops aud the ever-varying 


level of qaotations. Thus, quotations in 
Bremer, where the Cotton Exchanga is 
in constant touch with the American 


markets, in 1903 flactuated between 44pf. 
and 7Iff. perlb., thas making the rise from the 
lowest to the highest point, 27pf., rather more 
than 50 per cent. Natarally the bamper year, 
in which pricas were rashed ap by the machina- 
tions of the Sally cliqae, was followed by a 
corresponding'y disastrous collapse. Shortly 
before the outbreak cf the war in the Far East, 
the pound of cotton was selling in Bremen 
at 8ipf., but when the progres: of that straggle 
had undermiuved the Sully plans, prices fell 
away in 1904 to 35pf., making the shrinkage 
greater than 50 per cant. When the Sally 
syndicste was disposed of, the courss of values 
became considerably more regular, and yet the 
highest and lowest of 1905 were marked at 
63pf. and 36pf., being a difference of 27pf. 
It was not until the first half of the present 
year that matters assamed a more settled com- 
plexion for tha spianers ; bat there isa grow- 
jog disposition to adopt the policy of various 
Utopian members of the federation, and to 
oppose th3 preponderance of the United States 
of America, by an economi: eftort on what 
may in thecircumstances best be described as 
the United States of Europe. Of course, 
German industrial papers, seeing how relatively 
large a share the Empire takes in the manu- 
tactare of cotton textiles, are distinctly sympa- 
fhetic in their references to the aims and 
objects of the anion.
